Million Spent by Labor Board 
To Fight Contentions of Ford 
That Rulings Violate Rights 


CHICAGO, 
May 
9 The most 
costly battle 
over

Labor Relations board is being 
waged between 
the Ford 
Motor 
company and the board’s “touring 
circus’’ of defense lawyers. Law­ 
yer observers attending the most 
recent hearing, in Chicago, esti­ 
mate the labor boards defense 
of the Wagner 
act against the 
attacks of Ford 
will cost a 
m il­ 
lion dollars. And the cost on the 
Ford side also is of great pro­ 
portions. 
The N. L. R. B. has been trying 
to prove that the Ford company 
violated the W agner act. And the 
Ford company has been trying to 
prove the unconstitutionality of 
various decision of the board. 
Costly Sessions 
A 90-day hearing in St. Louis, 
one of the several the N. L. R. B. 
staged In hearing the C. I. O.’s 
complaint against Ford, alone cost 
about $75,000. Hearings also have 
been held or are being held in 
Detroit, Kansas City and Chicago. 
At $75,000 each, the four hearings 
alone would cost $300,000. Find­ 
ings of the Detroit hearing, in 
which the N. L. R. B. held Ford 
did violate the W agner act. now 
are being contested in the federal 
circuit court of appeals and ulti­ 
mately are expected to be carried 
to 
the 
United 
States 
supreme 
court. The appeals to the higher 
courts are even more costly than 
the first preliminary hearings. 
Constitutional law’yers here say 
that at a conservative estim ate it 
will cost the N. L. R. B. at least 
a million dollars to fight the case, 
possibly much more. It coala the 
government about $8,000 a day 
to conduct a single hearing, Gen­ 
erally, the hearings drag out for 
weeks and possibly two or three 
months, in Kansas City, one w it­ 
ness alone is remaining for three 
wrecks on the witness stand. 
Keams of Testimony 
Hundreds of thousands of words 
of evidence are being compiled by 
the N. L. R. B, At the St. Louis 
hearing, 21 (MTO pages of testimony 
are being transcii)>ed now’.

While the government is pour­ 
ing its dollars into the hearings, 
attorneys for Ford are painstak­ 
ingly laying the groundwork for 
a supreme court test of the Wag­ 
ner act.

By no means a radical either in 
literature or politics, he nev ertheless can­ 
not breathe air that is not free. He has 
made himself lately the leader of the 
world’s liberal thought. Ex iled from Ger­ 
many by the Nazi regime, and his property 
confiscated, because he failed to support 
Hitler, he took refuge in Switzerland and 
has trav eled on an honorary passport from 
Czechoslov akia, which is Europe’s “ Little 
America.” N ow , with the Fascist menace 
hov ering ev en ov er those free lands, he 
enters like any other immigrant under the 
German quota, and will take out his first 
naturalization papers. 
He will thus join the “ army in ex ile", a 
numerous and growing group of writers, 
scholars, artists, scientists and leaders in 
many other lines, who hav e escaped or 
been ex pelled from the countries now ruled 
by force. 
This pure Nordic and Prof. Einstein, 
the latter already American, perhaps the 
two greatest liv ing Germans, can under­ 
stand each other. Perhaps they can both 
understand us better than we understand 
them. Nev er mind. They are welcome, and 
they and their ex iled brethren will help 
to build a greater, broader, deeper Amer­ 
ica. 
“ I simply believ e,” say s Dr. Mann, “ that 
for the duration of the present European 
dark age, America is to support, and is 
willing to take care of, western culture and 
civ ilization. The atmosphere I find here 
is, for a man of any kind, the best that I 
know to liv e and produce in.”

JOSEPHUS DANIELS GETS RING 
11TASHINGTON — This week Josephus 
Daniels 
celebrated 
fifty 
years 
of 
happy married life, and on May Id he 
commemorates the day in Washington, 
North Carolina, on which he first came 
into a hectic, impatient and 
intolerant 
world to contribute 76 years of serene 
and unselfish service. 
The story of Josephus Daniels is a 
success story, written not in terms of 
wealth but in terms of veneration and 
public 
esteem. 
Daniels’ 
father 
died 
when Josephus was only two years old, 
and his mother opened a millinery store 
to support her three sons. 
From this, 
Daniels 
rose 
to 
become 
Secretary 
of 
the Navy in the World War Cabinet and 
to hold that post longer than any other 
man in history. 
A commoner like Bryan, for whose 
presidential campaigns he directed the 
publicity, Daniels has the saving grace of 
a sense of humor. 
It enabled him to 
survive the period when was the most 
savagely criticized member of the Wilson 
entourage, and to carry into his autumnal 
years the esteem which he won before 
his eight Cabinet year's were over. 
The early days in the Cabinet were 
not comfortable for Daniels. 
A man of 
humble origin, lie undertook to reform 
the navy in the interest of the common 
man. Ile insisted on promotion from the 
ranks, inaugurated the practice of mak­ 
ing IOO 
enlisted 
men 
eligible 
for the 
Naval Academy each year, and insisted on 
impartiality between the quarterdeck and 
the forecastle. 
He fought what he called 
“the fettish of seniority”. 


N EW CONQUEST OF FOG 
AVIATION continuos its fight against

equipment and landing systems a1 airports. 
The installation of such a landing sys­ 
tem, nearing completion at one of the 
big airports, consists of a runway on which 
pilots unable to see the ground will be able 
to land by following a special “curved” 
radio beam.

Navy 
having 
accomplished 
the 
amazing task of creating a “bridge of 
ships" to transport troops across the At­ 
lantic— that the findings of the inquiry 
were a personal triumph for Secretary 
Daniels.

Helpful Medicines 
In the way of medicines, It is 
recommended that a small amount 
of purgative salts, such as sodium 
sulphate and m agnesium sulphate 
in w ater, should be taken before 
breakfast, as this has the effect of 
draining 
or 
emptying 
th® 
gall 
bladder. 
Bile itself is the best substance 
to cause the flow of bile, and there 
are a number of bile tablets which 
may be obtained which are taken 
in the morning or throughout the 
day. 
The object of this treatm ent is, 
in the first place*, to keep the in­ 
testines empty so that absorption 
of germ s and poisons does not take 
place, because all the germ s ab­ 
sorbed 
from 
the 
intestines 
are 
taken directly to the liver and ex­ 
creted In the bile. 
If the germs 
are living and are allowed to re­ 
main In the gall bladder they will 
attach them selves to the mucous 
membrane of the wall and result 
In a catarrhal inflammation. 
The second object of this treat­ 
ment is to keep the gall bladder 
emptied so such stasis will not oc­ 
cur. 
A very large number of mild 
cases of this kind do well on this 
routine and avoid operation.
